Ladies from the Campfire 
Girls have already spent one 
day at the camp, which is lo- 
cated in the very northern tip 
of town, and is reserved for 
Wilmington boys and girls for- 
ever. 

Telesuone this year 

This year, for the first time 
there is to be a telephone at 
Camp Forty Acres, with both 
the Reading Municipal Light 
Department and the New England 
Telephone & Telegraph Co., 
making substantial contribu- 
tions in materials, for the 
new service. 

It will be a limited service 
telephone, for emergency pur- 
poses, to be in service six 
months a year. Up until this 
year the camp has had to de- 
pend on radio calls, for any 
emergency calls. 

The Reading Municipal Light 
Company has donated a number 
of light poles to Camp Forty 
Acres, which willbe set up by 
people affiliated with the 
camp, along the right of way 
from Andover Street. 

12 poles are to be set up on 
Andovet Street by the Light@ 
7 in Wilmington, and 5 in 4n- 
dover. Hearings are to be held 
shortly, in both towns, as 
the law requires.

CASH PAYOFF FOR COLLEGE 
STILL HIGH 
By Robert E Stewart, President

Savings Accounts that are ear 
marked for college expenses 
are more important than ever, 
Herman P. Miller, staff assist 
and to the director of the 
Census Bureau, reports in the 
American Economic Review that 
since 1940 the proportion of 
male college graduates over 24 
in the population has nearly 
doubled, But the income differ 
ential between high school and 
college graduates has actually 
incressed a little. In 1939 a 
college degree was worth (in 
average annual earnings) 57% 
more than a high school diplo- 
ma; in 1958 it was worth 65% 
more. The income gap between 
high school and elementary 
school graduates has widened 
even more in a shorter tinie- 
from 26% in 1946 to 40% in 
1958. 

In 1958, Miller found from 
Census Bureau data, the aver- 
age college graduate was earn- 
ing about $9,200 a year, with 
his lifetime earnings est imat- 
ed at more than $435,000. In 
contrast, the average high 
schoo] graduate was making 
less than $5,600 a year (less 
than $260,000 over his life- 
time) and the man with only 
eight years of schooling was 
knocking down less than $3, 809 
(with lifetime earnings of a 
little more than $180,000).
